WASHINGTON (AP) — Pros¬ 
pects for a swift end to 
the 4-day-old partial U.S. 
government shutdown all 
but vanished Friday as law¬ 
makers squabbled into the 
weekend and increasingly 
shifted their focus to a mid¬ 
month deadline for avert¬ 
ing a threatened first-ever 
default. 

The shutdown caused the 
White House to scrub a 
presidential trip to Asia, 
and the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics delayed its cus¬ 
tomary monthly report 
on joblessness as impacts 
of the partial shutdown 
spread. 

“This isn’t some damn 
game,” said House Speak¬ 
er John Boehner, as the 
White House and Demo¬ 
crats held to their position 
of agreeing to negotiate 
only after the government 
is reopened and the $16.7 
trillion debt limit raised.

House Republicans ap¬ 
peared to be shifting their 
demands, de-emphasizing 
their previous insistence 
on defunding the health 
care overhaul in exchange 
for re-opening the gov¬ 
ernment. Instead, they 
ramped up calls for cuts in 
federal benefit programs 
and future deficits, items 
that Boehner has said re¬ 
peatedly will be part of 
any talks on debt limit leg¬ 
islation. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid also said the two 
issues were linked. “We not 
only have a shutdown, but 
we have the full faifh and 
credit of our nation before 
us in a week or ten days,” 
he said. 

According to warnings 
by the administration and 
Wall Street, failure to raise 
the debt limit, by contrast, 
had the potential to de- 
stablize financial markets 
and inflict harm on the 
economy quickly. 

Treasury Secretary Jacob 


Lew has said that unless 
Congress acts, the gov¬ 
ernment will be unable to 
pay all its debts and will run 
the risk of default. He has 
urged lawmakers to act by 
Oct. 17. 

Debt limit bills typically 
pass first in the House, then 
move to the Senate. So far, 
neither Boehner nor the 
rest of fhe leadership has 
said when they expect to 
draft and have a vote on 
one. Reid and other Dem¬ 
ocrats blocked numerous 
attempts by Sen. Ted Cruz 
to approve House-passed 
bills reopening portions of 
the government. The Texas 
Republican is a chief archi¬ 
tect of the “Defund Obam- 
acare” strategy and met 
earlier this week with allies 
in the House and an aide to 
Majority Leader Eric Cantor 
to confer on strategy. 

In a lengthy back-and- 
forth with Reid and other 
Democrats, Cruz blamed 
them and the White House 
for the impasse and ac¬ 
cused them of a “my way 
or the highway” attitude. 
But Sen. Carl Levin likened 
the Republican strategy 


to “smashing a piece of 
crockery with a hammer, 
gluing two or three bits 
back together today, a 
couple more tomorrow, 
and two or three more the 
day after that.” 


For all the rhetoric, there 
was no evident urgency 
about ending the par¬ 
tial shutdown before the 
weekend. 

The Republican-controlled 
House approved legislation 


restoring funds for federal 
disaster relief on a vote of 
247-164, and moved to¬ 
ward a vote to allow the 
resumption of the Women, 
Infants and Children nutri¬ 
tion program.Q

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Man sets himself on fire at DC National Mall

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

man set himself on fire on 
the National Mall in Amer¬ 
ica's capital as passers-by 
rushed over to help douse 
the flames, officials and 
witnesses said Friday after¬ 
noon. 

The reason for fhe self-im¬ 
molation was not immedi¬ 
ately clear and the man’s 
identity was not disclosed. 
But it occurred in public 
view, on a central nation¬ 
al gathering place, in a 
city still rattled by a mass 
shooting last month and 
a high-speed car chase 
outside the U.S. Capitol on 
Thursday that ended with 
a woman being shot dead 
by police. 

The man on the Mall suf¬ 
fered life-threatening in¬ 
juries and was airlifted to 
the hospital, said District of 
Columbia fire department 
spokesman Tim Wilson. 


He was standing by himself 
in the center portion of fhe 
Mall when he emptied the 


contents of a red gasoline 
can on himself and set him¬ 
self on fire moments later, 


said Katy Scheflen, who 
witnessed it as she walked 
across the area. Police say 


they responded around 
4:20 p.m. Friday. 

Scheflen said passing jog¬ 
gers took off their shirts in 
an effort to help douse 
the flames, and the man 
was clearly alive as the fire 
spread. A police depart¬ 
ment spokesman said he 
was conscious and breath¬ 
ing at the scene. MedStar 
Washington Hospital Cen¬ 
ter tweeted that the man 
was taken there and he 
was in critical condition. 
“There was not a lot peo¬ 
ple could do because it 
was a gasoline fire," Sche¬ 
flen said. 

She said he may have 
said something before he 
acted “but it was nothing 
intelligible.” 

Lt. Pamela Smith of the U.S. 
Park Police, which is investi¬ 
gating along with the D.C. 
police department, said: 
“I’m not aware of any sig¬ 
nage or any articulation of 
any causes. ”□

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Karen threatens US during quiet hurricane season

BRAITHWAITE, La. (AP) — 

Pickups hauling boat trail¬ 
ers and flatbed trucks lad¬ 
en with crab traps exited 
vulnerable, low-lying areas 
of southeast Louisiana on 
Friday as Tropical Storm 
Karen headed toward the 
northern Gulf Coast, a late- 
arriving worry in what had 
been a slow hurricane sea¬ 
son in the U.S. 

On Friday afternoon, Ala¬ 
bama joined Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Florida in 
declaring a state of emer¬ 
gency as officials and resi¬ 
dents prepared for Karen, 
expected to near the cen¬ 
tral Gulf Coast on Saturday 
as a weak hurricane or 
tropical storm. The Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency and Interior De¬ 
partment recalled workers, 
furloughed because of the 
government shut down, to 
deal with the storm and 
help state and local agen¬ 
cies. Karen would be the 
second named storm of a 
quiet hurricane season to 
make landfall in the U.S. 
— the first since Tropical 
Storm Andrea hit Florida 
in June. Along with strong 
winds, the storm was fore¬ 
cast to produce rainfall of 
3 to 6 inches through Sun¬ 
day night. Isolated rain to¬ 
tals of up to 10 inches were 
possible. As of 8 p.m. EDT 
Friday, Karen was about 
235 miles (378 kilometers) 
south-southwest of fhe 
moufh of the Mississippi 
River, according to the Na¬ 
tional Flurricane Center in 
Miami. It had been nearly 
stationary for several hours, 
with maximum sustained 
winds of 50 mph (80 kph). 
Forecast tracks showed 
the storm possibly cross¬ 
ing the southeast Louisi¬ 
ana coast before veering 
eastward toward south 
Alabama and the Florida 
Panhandle. But forecasters 
cautioned that the track 
was uncertain. 

“We are confident on a 
northeastward turn. Just 
not exactly sure where or 
when that turn will occur,” 
said Rick Knabb, director 
of fhe National Flurricane 
Center in Miami. 

Conditions were not ripe 


for the storm’s strengthen¬ 
ing. A hurricane watch was 
dropped Friday afternoon. 
A tropical storm watch 
stretched from the mouth 
of fhe Pearl River fo Destin, 
Fla. A fropical sform warn¬ 
ing was in effect from Mor¬ 
gan City, La., to the mouth 
of the Pearl, which extends 
from Mississippi to far-east¬ 
ern Louisiana. 

A westward tick in the ear¬ 
lier forecast tracks prompt¬ 
ed officials in Plaquemines 
Parish, La., an area inun¬ 
dated last year by slow-

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Obama’s no-show in Asia a boost for China

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s de¬ 
cision to scrap his Asia trip 
is a setback for his much- 
advertised pledge to shift 
the focus of foreign policy 
to the Pacific and a boost 
for China’s attempt to gain 
influence in the region. 

By staying home because 
of the partial government 
shutdown, Obama hands 
new Chinese leader Xi Jin¬ 
ping a chance to fill fhe 
void at two Asian summits 
Obama had planned to 
attend. 

It’s the third time since 2010 
that Obama has cancelled 
an Asia trip, all because of 
domestic political crises. 
Washington’s budget cri¬ 
sis has reached the point 
where the White House felt 
compelled to skip Asia, giv¬ 
ing Obama room to work 
with Congress on reopen¬ 
ing the government. 

Had Obama left to attend 


the meetings, it would have 
given weight to critics who 
have said he's more willing 
to negotiate with foreign 
leaders fhan the speaker 
of the House. 

Secretary of State John 
Kerry will represent him at 
the summits in Indonesia 
and Brunei. 

Budget strains had already 
put a damper on the Pen¬ 
tagon’s push to assert itself 
in the Pacific, and adminis¬ 
tration officials had begun 
casting the shift in policy 
more in terms of expand¬ 
ing diplomatic efforts, cre¬ 
ating more trade and eco¬ 
nomic ties and just showing 
up in Asia more often. 

Now the showing up part 
has taken a hit. 

The Syria crisis is only the 
latest example of how 
Obama's foreign policy 
is still drawn to the Middle 
East. 

Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel was in Asia last 
month when Washington 
was drawn to the brink of 


military intervention before 
Syria agreed to give up its 
chemical weapons arse¬ 
nal, diverting Hagel's at¬ 
tention. 

The situation works for Chi¬ 


influence. Xi has been vis¬ 
iting Indonesia and Malay¬ 
sia this week to improve 
Beijing's reputation at a 
time when its aggressive 
stance on territorial issues 


cal paralysis gives Xi a freer 
hand to become the big 
presence in the room. 

“It shows that China has 
a functional government 
and America doesn’t at 
the moment,” said Kerry 
Brown, a China expert at 
the University of Sydney in 
Australia. “It’s just another 
sign that America is kind 
of losing its luster, losing its 
status.” 

In announcing Obama’s 
decision Thursday, White 
House press secretary Jay 
Carney said the govern¬ 
ment shutdown is “setting 
back our ability to create 
jobs through promotion of 
U.S. exports and advance 
U.S. leadership and inter¬ 
ests in the largest emerging 
region in the world.” 

Even so, he said, Obama is 
committed “to the rebal¬ 
ancing of our policy" to¬ 
ward fhe Asia-Pacific and 
looks forward to going at 
another time. Obama has 
made five trips to Asia as 
presidentO

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Official: Woman killed in US chase was delusional

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

woman shot to death by 
police outside the Capitol 
building after she tried to 
drive through barricades 
outside the White House 
held the delusional be¬ 
lief that the president was 
communicating with her, 
a federal law enforcement 
official said Friday. 

The official had been 
briefed on the investiga¬ 
tion but spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
person was not authorized 
to speak publicly about 
the ongoing investigation. 
A harrowing car chase un¬ 
folded Thursday after the 
driver rammed the barri¬ 
cades, briefly shuttering the 
chambers where federal 
lawmakers were debat¬ 
ing how to end a govern¬ 
ment shutdown and stirred 
fresh panic in a city where 
a gunman two weeks ago 
killed 12 people. 

The driver, 34-year-old Mir¬ 
iam Carey, of Stamford, 
Connecticut, is believed to 
have traveled directly to 
Washington immediately 
before the car chase, the 
official said. A 1-year-old 
girl was in the car, though 
she avoided serious injury 
and was taken into protec¬ 
tive custody. 

Investigators have been 
interviewing Carey's family 
about her mental condi¬ 
tion, which had been de¬ 
teriorating over the past 
10 months, the official said. 
The woman had made de¬ 
lusional “expressions about 
the president in the past” 
and “believed there was 
some communications to 
her,” and concerns about 
her mental health were re¬ 
ported in the last year to 
Stamford police, the offi¬ 
cial said. 

Carey’s mother, Idella 
Carey, told ABC News on 


Thursday night that her 
daughter began suffering 
from postpartum depres¬ 
sion after giving birth to her 
daughter. Erica, in August 
2012. “A few months lat¬ 
er, she got sick," she said. 
“She was depressed.... She 
was hospitalized.” 

Idella Carey said her 
daughter had “no his¬ 
tory of violence,” and she 
didn't know why she was 
in Washington on Thurs¬ 
day. She said she thought 
Carey was taking Erica to 
a doctor’s appointment in 
Connecticut. 

Her sisters say they want 
to know why she had to 
die. Amy Carey-Jones said 
on CNN on Friday there 
should’ve been “another 
way instead of shooting 
and killing an individual.” 
Valerie Carey says she “did 
not deserve to have her life 
cut down." 

Connecticut records show 
Carey had been a licensed 
dental hygienist since 2009. 
Records show the license 
expired on Thursday. 

Dr. Brian Evans, a periodon¬ 
tist in Hamden, Connecti¬ 
cut, said Carey worked as 
a hygienist in his office for 
about two years before 
she was fired a year ago. 
He would not go into de¬ 
tail about the reasons sur¬ 
rounding her departure. 

He said Carey had been 
away from the job for a 
period after falling down 
a staircase and suffer¬ 
ing a head injury, and she 
learned she was pregnant 
during the time she was 
hospitalized. He said it was 
a few weeks after she re¬ 
turned to the office that 
she was fired. 

Police said there appeared 
to be no direct link to ter¬ 
rorism, and there was no 
indication the woman was 
even armed. Capitol Po¬ 
lice Chief Kim Dine, whose 
officers have been working

without pay as a result of 
the shutdown, called it an 
“isolated, singular matter.” 
Still, tourists, congressional 
staff and even some sena¬ 
tors watched anxiously as 
a caravan of law enforce¬ 
ment vehicles chased a 
black Infiniti with Connecti¬ 
cut license plates down 
Constitution Avenue out¬ 
side the Capitol and as of¬ 
ficers with high-powered 
firearms canvassed the 
area. The House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and Senate 
both abruptly suspended

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — An 
ongoing debate about 
the limited role of women 
within the Mormon faith will 


take its place alongside 
sermons and announce¬ 
ments during a weekend 
church conference that 
brings 100,000 members to 
Utah. 


Women can hold many 
leadership positions in The 
Church of Jesus Christ and 
Latter-day Saints, but they 
can’t be bishops of con¬ 
gregations or presidents 


of stakes, which include a 
dozen congregations. 

The church’s highest lead¬ 
ers, called the Quorum of 
the Twelve Apostles, in¬ 
cludes only men. 

The two-day, general con¬ 
ference of the church 
brings members together 
to hear inspirational words 
from church leaders and to 
learn about new temples 
or initiatives. 

Nobody outside the 
church’s inner circle 
knows what might be an¬ 
nounced, but there is a 
buzz surrounding a dem¬ 
onstration planned Satur¬ 
day by a feminist Mormon 
women’s group called Or¬ 
dain Women. 

To highlight what they 
deem as gender inequal¬ 
ity within the faith, wom¬ 
en are expected to join 
a standby line for tickets 
to an all-male meeting of 
church priesthood holders, 
said Kate Kelly, the group's 
founder. 


Church officials declined 
their previous request for 
tickets but announced re¬ 
cently that the session will 
be broadcast live for the 
first time. Church officials 
say the move aims to make 
the meeting accessible to 
all members around the 
globe. 

The session is reserved for 
members of the priest¬ 
hood, which includes most 
males in the church who 
are 12 and older. Session 
broadcasts were previously 
password-protected. 

Kelly called the move an 
important step forward but 
said women want to at¬ 
tend the meeting. 

“We're hoping to dem¬ 
onstrate with our actions

(AP) — Residents and 
visitors will be able to start 
gambling online on Nov. 26 
in New Jersey, after a five- 
day trial period to make 
sure the systems operated 
by Atlantic City’s 12 casinos 
work properly. 

The state Gaming 
Enforcement Division told 
The Associated Press on 
Friday that the casinos may 
begin a “soft play” period 
on Nov. 21 for invited 
guests. If all goes well, 
the casinos can begin full 
Internet gambling on Nov. 
26. 

Gamblers would have to 
be physically located within 
New Jersey’s boundaries in 
order to play. New Jersey 


will be the third state in 
the U.S. to offer online 
gambling, along with 
Nevada and Delaware. 
Online gambling is 
designed to give the 
struggling casinos new 
revenue, though some 
worry the in-person 
business will simply migrate 
to computers, leading to 
casino job losses. Atlantic 
City’s casino revenue has 
plunged from a high of 
$5.2 billion in 2006 to a little 
more than $3 billion last 
year and could dip below 
the $3 billion mark by the 
end of this year. Thousands 
of casino jobs have been 
lost already as many 
gamblers choose options 
closer to their homes in 
Pennsylvania, New York, 
and Maryland.^

Government shutdown ruins vacations, hurts local economies

FLAGSTAFF, Arizona (AP) 

— Stop at a cafe in the 
remote stretches of Ari¬ 
zona and Utah in autumn, 
and you're likely to hear a 
mix of languages as tour¬ 
ists from around the world 
step into the iconic west¬ 
ern landscape, marked by 
breathtaking canyons and 
massive rock formations. 
Millions of visitors tour the 
region each year for what 
can be once-in-a-lifetime 
vacations. 

Those visitors didn’t stop 
with the government shut¬ 
down, which stems from a 
fight over President Barack 
Obama’s health care law 
and forced officials to 
close down roads, camp¬ 
grounds and tourist centers 
at national parks dotting 
the landscape. 

Arizona Gov. Jan Brewer 
has offered to use state 
money to keep the Grand 
Canyon open, and sev¬ 
eral businesses made simi¬ 
lar pledges — all of which 
have been polifely reject¬ 
ed by the national park. 
The impact isn't just ruin¬ 
ing holidays. It also has 
brought local economies 
to a near standstill. 

Outside Yellowstone’s 
north entrance, two men 
on a bus with Indian and 
Chinese passengers frown 
and give the thumbs down 
sign after seeing the park 
is shut down. A family of 
Japanese tourists leaves 
the Grand Canyon in tears. 
An English couple and a 
Belgium couple touring na¬ 
tional parks out West settles 
for a drive around Yosemite 
without being able to put 
their feet on the ground. 
“Looks as though both 
sides are having a bit of a 
childish tantrum,” says Eng¬ 
lishman Neil Stanton. 

Songyi Cho, on a separate 


trip to Yosemite, says: “This 
is crazy. How can a whole 
government shut down?” 
While some international 
tourists kept tabs on Ameri¬ 
can politics in the days 
before fhey ventured to 
national parks, others were 
blindsided. 

Alan Platt and his wife, 
Leana, first heard about 
a possible shutdown while 
at the Grand Canyon on 
Monday. Platt guessed 
that lawmakers would 
be pushed to the brink 
but pass a budget by the 
deadline. He was wrong, 
and the couple was forced 
fo cuf fheir fhree-day 
Grand Canyon sfay shorf. 
Some of the most recog¬ 
nizable U.S. icons can be 
viewed from a distance 
— the full faces of Mount 
Rushmore, Devils Tower, 
the granite formations in 
Yosemite, the Grand Can¬ 
yon and Mount Rainier. No 
one needs to tell tourists 
that it’s not the same as 
camping on the beaches 
of the Grand Canyon off 
the Colorado River, walk¬ 
ing the slot canyons at Zion 
or watching water spew at 
Old Faithful in Yellowstone. 
“There’s no question it’s 
disappointing,” says Bruce 
Brossman of the Grand 
Canyon Railway, which 
has furloughed conduc¬ 
tors and engineers who 
run trains into the canyon. 
“You can get a sneak peak 
and maybe get inspired to 
come back." 

Returning to the national 
parks might be easier said 
than done, particularly for 
international tourists who 
often plan expensive and 
lengthy vacations. 

Jock Holland, of Mel¬ 
bourne, Australia, is among 
those forced to make alter¬ 
nate plans. He was head¬ 
ing to Grand Teton from 
Yellowstone when he was

Over the course of three 
hours, the two sides ex¬ 
plored a range of issues, 
from European policy - in¬ 
cluding the euro - to infra¬ 
structure spending, energy 
and the labor market and 
taxes. They agreed to meet 
for a second round in 10 
days. 

Before the two sides meet 
again, Merkel’s party will 
hold talks with representa¬ 
tives of the Greens next 
Thursday. While many con¬ 
servatives have said they 
would prefer a coalition 
with the Greens, expec¬ 
tations are low, given the 
leadership crisis in that par¬ 
ty after its poor showing in 
the elections. The two sides 
are deeply divided on sev¬ 
eral issues, including how 
to replace nuclear energy 
with power from renew¬ 
able sources. 

The chancellor's conserva¬ 


tive bloc of her Christian 
Democrats, together with 
the Bavaria-only Christian 
Social Union, fell five seats 
short of a clear majority in 
Germany's lower house 
of Parliament in the vote 
on Sept. 22. Her previous 
coalition partner, the Free 
Democratic Party, failed 
to reach the necessary 5 
percent to earn represen¬ 
tation. 

The Social Democrats ap¬ 
pear to be the chancel¬ 
lor’s most likely partners. 
The parties joined forces 
during Merkel’s first term, 
from 2005 to 2009, in what 
is known as a “grand coali¬ 
tion” of the country’s two 
strongest political forces. 
But many in the center- 
left party are wary of en¬ 
tering into another such 
partnership. They fear such 
an alliance will cost them 
support, pointing to their 
disastrous showing in the 
2009 election, when they 
received only 23 percent 
of the vote. □

DUBLIN - Ireland’s voters 
had a chance Friday to 
accomplish what some 
American voters, with their 
government partly shut 
down, might only dream 
of: abolishing one house 
of the legislature.

The Irish voted on separate 
constitutional amendments 
to abolish the upper house 
of Parliament, the Seanad, 
or senate, and to create a 
new appellate court. Re¬ 
sults were expected Satur¬ 
day. 

The debate over the Se¬ 
anad turned on money 
and utility. The Irish gov¬ 
ernment argued that the 
upper house, its mem¬ 
bers mostly appointed by 


the governing party and 
loosely based on the British 
House of Lords, was funda¬ 
mentally elitist, and in any 
case, too expensive. 

Unlike the U.S. Senate, the 
60-member Seanad can¬ 
not block laws passed by 
the lower house, only delay 
them. 

Since its establishment 
under the 1937 Constitu¬ 
tion, the Seanad has been 
the subject of regular de¬ 
mands for reform, but little 
changed, despite numer¬ 
ous official reports with rad¬ 
ical recommendations. 
Senators argue that the 
move is nothing but a na¬ 
ked power grab by the 
government and Prime 
Minister Enda Kenny mas¬ 
querading as a cost-saving 
exercise. 

One better-known senator, 


Feargal Quinn, a former 
business executive, has be¬ 
rated the government for 
refusing to even consider 
an overhaul and for run¬ 
ning a campaign largely 
based on the 20 million eu¬ 
ros it says the country will 
save if the upper house is 
eradicated. 

“Shutting half our Parlia¬ 
ment is not the correct re¬ 
sponse to economic col¬ 
lapse,” Quinn said. “Shut¬ 
ting half our Parliament only 
shuts down oversight and 
shuts out new voices. That’s 
no way to run a country.” 
The government’s direc¬ 
tor of elections.

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian riot

Thousands of Morsi’s sup¬ 
porters followed suit from 
different parts in the city, 
chanting “El-Sissi is the en¬ 
emy of God” and “Down 
with the murderer!” 

Those were references to 
Defense Minister Abdel- 
Fatah el-Sissi, who forced 
Morsi from power on July 


3 after millions took to the 
streets demanding the Is¬ 
lamist leader step down. 

In its statements, the Muslim 
Brotherhood called Tahrir 
Square “the capital of the 
revolution.” It is the birth¬ 
place of the 2011 uprising 
that forced longtime presi¬ 
dent Hosni Mubarak from 
power and led to Morsi’s 
short-lived tenure. 

Since Morsi’s ouster, nearly 
2,000 Muslim Brotherhood 
members have been ar¬ 
rested, its top leaders re¬ 
ferred to courts over charg¬ 
es of inciting murder and 
violence, and hundreds 
of Morsi supporters have 
been killed. Morsi himself 
has been detained incom¬ 
municado. On Friday, au¬ 
thorities arrested Ahmed 
Soubaei, a spokesman for 
the Freedom and Justice 
party, the Brotherhood’s 
political arm, after raiding 
his house, the group said 
on its official website.

Fisherman: migrants too 
weak to grab lifesavers

LAMPEDUSA, Italy (AP) — 
The friends were heading 
out on a fishing trip, when 
one heard voices from 
the sea. Don’t be silly, Vito 
Fiorino told him — it’s only 
the seagulls' early morn¬ 
ing song. Then, about 500 
yards (meters) from shore, 
he saw heads bobbing in 
the water. 

Dozens of Africans were 
floating, too weak to grab 
a life preserver and so slip¬ 
pery from gasoline fhaf 
if was hard to pull them 


on board. Some grasped 
empty water bottles to stay 
afloat. 

“It was a scene from a film, 
something you hope never 
to see in life,” he told The 
Associated Press. “They 
were exhausted. When I 
threw the lifesaver, they 
had a hard time doing two 
strokes to reach it.” 

Fiorino says he and his 
friends were the first to 
reach the fiery wreck 
around 7 a.m. Thursday, 
sounding the alarm and 
saving 47 people before 
the Coast Guard and oth¬ 
er vessels arrived to help. 


eventually rescuing a total 
of 155 people. The migrants 
told Fiorino they had been 
in the water for three hours. 
The scope of the tragedy 
at Lampedusa — with 111 
bodies recovered so far 
and more than 200 miss¬ 
ing, according to survivor 
accounts given to U.N. of¬ 
ficials— has prompted out¬ 
pourings of grief and calls 
for a comprehensive EU 
immigration policy to deal 
with the tens of thousands 
fleeing poverty and strife in 
Africa and the Middle East. 
On a pilgrimage to As¬ 
sisi, Pope Francis called 
the tragedy a “day of 
tears” and denounced a 
“savage” system he said 
drives people to leave their 
homes for a better life and 
turns a blind eye when they 
die in the process. 
Lampedusa, a tiny island 
70 miles (113 kilometers) off 
Tunisia and closer to Africa 
than the Italian mainland, 
has been at the center of 
wave after wave of illegal 


immigration. The island’s 
mayor, Giusi Nicolini, said 
she had hoped the pope’s 
visit there earlier this year 
would draw attention to 
the issue and lead to policy 
changes. 

Instead, Thursday’s trag¬ 
edy may prove to be the 
biggest loss of life involving 
migrants undertaking the 
treacherous journey across 
the Mediterranean, where 
such deaths are all too 
common and often are im¬ 
possible to verify because 
bodies are losf far out at 
sea and never found. 

“Here it is all within 600 me¬ 
ters of shore and we will 
have more clarity,” said 
Laurens Jolles, the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
representative in Italy. 

More often, unseaworthy 
vessels limp to shore with 
many dead on board, in¬ 
cluding one recent inci¬ 
dent with 63 bodies on a 
boat with seven survivors. 
Remote and far from fhe 
Italian mainland, Lampe¬ 


dusa was ill-equipped to 
deal with such a stagger¬ 
ing death toll: Four hearses 
arrived on an overnight 
ferry and caskets had to be 
flown in. 

According to survivor ac¬ 
counts, the group of some 
500 migrants who board¬ 
ed the rickety trawler had 
been living together in the 
same building in the Libyan 
capital of Tripoli for three 
months. Almost all were 
from Eritrea and all had 
the same goal of reach¬ 
ing Europe, said Barbara 
Molinario, a UNHCR public 
information officer. 

“They boarded the same 
boat and were at sea for 
two days. At 4 in the morn¬ 
ing of the third day, they 
spotted land. They felt safe, 
because they thought they 
had made it. They saw the 
lights from land,” she said. 
But the boat’s engine 
had died and they were 
trapped in a rocky bay 
where they couldn’t land, 
Molinario said. □

BEIRUT (AP) — Al-Qaida mil¬ 
itants battled fighters linked

“It's incredible!” said her 
identical sister, Esperanza, 
who shares the same fea¬ 
tures but whose black- 
dyed hair falls to shoulder 
length. 

At first blush there isn’t 
much about 68-A Street 
to mark it as different from 
anywhere else in the city. 
Children play ballgames 
in the rugged road nearly 
free of fraffic, as tropical 
music floats out from be¬ 
hind graceful porches and 
balustrades. 

But if you spend any 
amount of time here, be¬ 
fore long you might think 
you’re seeing double. 

“Hi, I'm Carla, and this is 
my sister Camila,” said 
Carla Rodriguez, a smiley, 
bespectacled 9-year-old. 
“We're twins and we love 
living on this block because 
we have twin friends.” 

“I never expected it. No 
fertility treatments. It was 
my first pregnancy, and 
at five weeks they did an 
ultrasound and I was car¬ 
rying twins," said Tamara 
Velazquez, who's been 
busy raising 6-year-old 
identical sisters Asley and 
Aslen. 

“It’s a lot of work. It re¬ 
quires a lot of patience,” 
Velazquez said. “They are 
very active and dominant, 
although each has a differ¬ 
ent character.” 

Ten of the twin sets here 
are identical, and the oth¬ 
er two fraternal. None of 
the mothers interviewed 
by The Associated Press 
said they had received fer¬ 
tility treatments. None of 
the families are related to 
each other. 

All but one of fhe sets were 
born into these homes, 


and the lone newcomers 
moved into a house that 
was vacated by twins who 
moved to Spain. Others 
have died or moved away 
over the years. 

“Twins leave, twins come,” 
Fe Fernandez joked. 

The 70 or so houses on 
these two short blocks are 
home to around 224 peo¬ 
ple, extrapolating from na¬ 
tional statistics on average 
household size.

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad

The Caribbean Court of 
Justice awarded Shanique 
Myrie the equivalent of 
nearly $38,000 and ruled 
that she had been wrong¬ 
fully denied entry into Bar¬ 
bados. 

A panel of judges deter¬ 
mined that Myrie had been 
subjected to a “humiliating 
cavity search,” unlawfully 
detained and improperly 


That works out to about 
one set of twins for every 
20 people.

“Something could defi¬ 
nitely be there, it could be 
a combination of various 
factors," Andrew Gelman, 
a statistics professor at Co¬ 
lumbia University, said via 
email.

BOSTON (AP) - One ball 
fell between two outfield¬ 
ers. Another took a bad 
hop off the Green Mon¬ 
ster standings. One bat¬ 
ter reached safely on a 
dropped third strike and 
another when the pitcher 
was slow to cover first. 

By the time it was over, the 
Boston Red Sox had scored 
five runs in the fourth in¬ 
ning, taking advantage of 
Tampa Bay’s bad luck and 
bad defense to overcome 
an early deficit and beat 
the Rays 12-2 on Friday in 
Game 1 of the AL division 
series.

BEIJING (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal stayed on course to 
wrest the top ranking from 
Novak Djokovic by rallying 
for a 2-6, 6-4, 6-1 win over 
Fabio Fognini of Italy in the 
China Open quarterfinals 
on Friday. 

Nadal, who needs to reach 
the final to have a chance 
of regaining No. 1 for the 
first time in two years, was 
down a set and a break 
but changed the tempo 
with a timely service break. 
Defending champion 
Djokovic progressed with 
an impressive 6-1, 6-2 win 


over American Sam Querry 
in just 53 minutes. 

Also, top-ranked Serena 
Williams brushed aside for¬ 
mer No. 1 Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki 6-1, 6-4 to raise 
her record to 6-1 against 
the Dane and set up a 
next-round clash with No. 
4-ranked Agnieszka Rad- 
wanska. 

Nadal seemed to struggle 
at times with a niggling left 
knee injury but wore down 
Fognini after that hard- 
fought service break in the 
seventh game of the sec¬ 
ond set. 


“I was able to fight, to 
change a little bit the dy¬ 
namic of the match,” Nad¬ 
al said. 

“The players who are in the 
top position of the rankings, 
it’s because they are able 
to win when things are not 
going well.” 

Fognini started fluently as 
he broke and led 3-0. He 
was soon leading 5-1 but 
failed to serve out and had 
to break Nadal again with 
a superb cross-court return 
to clinch the set. 

Fognini again ran up a 3-0 
lead in the second and 


was serving with a lead of 
4-2 before Nadal seized 
control. 

It was the third straight vic¬ 


tory over Fognini for Nadal, 
who next plays fourth-seed¬ 
ed Tomas Berdych of the 
Czech Republic.^ 
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"And we saw that right 
away.” 

Needing a 163rd game to 
earn a wild-card berth, the 
Rays won three win-or-go- 
home games in three dif¬ 
ferent cities to reach this 
series. Now they need a 
victory in Game 2 on Sat¬ 
urday to tie the best-of-five 
series before it shifts to St. 
Petersburg, Fla., for Games 
3 and 4. 

"We've been playing 
very well. We’ve not been 
making any mistakes. We 
made a bunch tonight,” 
Tampa Bay manager Joe 
Maddon said. "But I’ve 
also learned one other 
thing regarding baseball: 
24 hours can make a huge 
difference. That's just one 
game, baby. That's just 
one. We'll be back tomor¬ 
row, I promise you. We’ll be 
ready to play. We will not 
be affected mentally by 
tonight’s game.” 

Jon Lester allowed three 
hits in 7 2-3 innings for the 
AL East champions, giving 
up solo homers to Sean Ro¬ 
driguez and Ben Zobrist to 
spot the Rays a 2-0 lead 
through the top of the 
fourth. Tampa Bay starter 
Matt Moore had still not 
given up a hit. 

But Dustin Pedroia led off 
the bottom half with a 
single up the middle, and 
then David Ortiz hit a high 
fly ball that center fielder 
Desmond Jennings and 
right fielder Wil Myers con¬ 
verged on. The Rays rookie 
raised his right hand to call 
off Jennings but let it fall 
behind him and bounce 
off the warning track 
and into the bullpen for a 
double.”! was under the 
ball and I saw Des out of 
the corner of my eye and 
backed off,” Myers said. "I 
messed it up, and it won’t 
happen again.... That play 
kind of gave them a spark.

Rodriguez sues MLB and Selig, citing ‘witch hunt’

NEW YORK (AP) — Alex Ro¬ 
driguez has accused Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball and 
commissioner Bud Selig in 
a lawsuit made public on 
Friday of pursuing him in a 
“witch hunt" designed to 
smear his character and 
cost him tens of millions of 
dollars. 

The lawsuit was filed on 
Thursday in New York State 
Supreme Court by lawyers 
for the New York Yankees 
third baseman. It seeks un¬ 
specified compensatory 
and punitive damages for 
what it alleges was a re¬ 
lentless campaign by the 
league and Selig to “de¬ 
stroy the reputation and 
career of Alex Rodriguez.” 
The suit claims Selig and 
MLB tried to smear Rodri¬ 
guez’s reputation to “gloss 
over” Selig’s past inaction 
and tacit approval of the 
use of performance-en¬ 
hancing substances in the 
league, which the lawsuit 


said had turned the “Gold¬ 
en Age of Baseball” into 
the “Golden Age of Ste¬ 
roids.” The lawsuit said Selig 
hoped to redeem himself 
and secure his legacy as 
the “savior" of America’s 
pastime. 

“Taking down Mr. Rodri¬ 
guez would vividly demon¬ 


strate that Commissioner 
Selig had learned from the 
errors of his previous explicit 
or tacit tolerance of steroid 
use," the lawsuit said. 

MLB spokesman Matthew 
Monte said the league had 
no comment. A message 
left at Selig's office was 
not immediately returned. 


though his office said the 
league could comment on 
his behalf as well. 

The lawsuit was filed as 
Rodriguez appeals a 211- 
game suspension for violat¬ 
ing MLB's drug agreement 
and labor contract. The 
suspension stemmed from 
MLB's investigation of the 
Biogenesis of America anti¬ 
aging clinic. 

The suit accuses the league 
and Selig of planting nega¬ 
tive stories about Rodriguez 
in the news and trying to 
muddy his name while 
protecting a witness under 
investigation for allegedly 
providing steroids to minors. 
“Such are the lengths that 
Commissioner Selig and 
MLB have stooped to in 
their witch hunt against Mr. 
Rodriguez — paying and 
protecting someone under 
investigation for providing 
steroids to minors,” the law¬ 
suit said. 

The court papers noted 
that Rodriguez’s suspension 
was four times the length 


of the other 13 players sus¬ 
pended in connection with 
the Biogenesis probe and 
the longest non-lifetime 
ban in MLB history. They said 
the suspension was also 161 
games longer than the 50- 
game suspension contem¬ 
plated by the Joint Drug 
Agreement in the players’ 
contract. 

The lawsuit said the suspen¬ 
sion will cost Rodriguez tens 
of millions of dollars in sal¬ 
ary and could prevent him 
from meeting certain per¬ 
formance goals in his con¬ 
tract that are worth millions 
of dollars. 

It also said two potential 
sponsors — Nike Inc. and 
Toyota Motor Corp. — have 
terminated negotiations 
with Rodriguez for potential 
sponsorship contracts and 
Rodriguez’s voice work as a 
hero for an animated mov¬ 
ie, “Henry & Me,” has been 
cut. The movie chronicles 
the Yankees’ history and 
features baseball stars, 
past and present.^

Weeden rallies Browns past Bills, 37-24

CLEVELAND (AP)— Brandon Weeden 
came off the bench after Brian Hoy- 
er injured his knee and rallied the 
Browns to a 37-24 victory over the 
Buffalo Bills, who also lost starting 
rookie quarterback EJ Manuel with a 
knee injury. 

After spraining his right thumb in 
Week 2, Weeden watched as Hoyer, 
a lifelong Browns fan who began the 
season as Cleveland’s No. 3 quarter¬ 
back, led the team to two straight 
wins. Weeden got healthy enough to 
play but found himself demoted to a 
backup role. 

Hecould have sulked or complained. 
Instead, he fought back. 

“Whether I was the starter, eyes are 
still on you to see how you respond, 
to see how you react," he said after 
Thursday’s win. “I was upbeat the en¬ 
tire time and never let it bother me. 
Inside, it just kind of lit a fire.” 

Weeden threw a 37-yard touchdown 
pass to Josh Gordon in the third 
quarter as the Browns (3-2) won their 
third straight and temporarily moved 
into sole possession of first place in 
the AFC North. It's the Browns best 
record after five games since they 
were 3-2 in 2001. 

“"We don't care about history," 
Gordon said. “This is a new year and 
this is a new team." 

Safety T.J. Ward intercepted rookie 
Jeff Tuel’s pass and returned it 44 
yards for a TD with 1:44 left to end 
any comeback hopes for the Bills (2- 
3). Travis Benjamin had an electrify¬ 
ing 79-yard TD punt return in the first 
half for Cleveland. 

Hoyer sustained a potentially serious 
right knee injury on a scramble in the 
first quarter, and Manuel was forced 


out after taking a helmet to his right 
knee on a run in the third. Neither 
returned and their injuries could im¬ 
pact both teams’ seasons. 

Hoyer was attempting to become 
the first quarterback in team history 
to win his first three starts — now he 
may not get back on the field this 
season. 

“We definitely don't want to see a 
teammate go down like that, espe¬ 
cially a guy like Hoyer,” Gordon said. 
“He's a great guy and I hope he 
comes back healthy." 

C.J. Spiller had a 54-yard TD run and 
Fred Jackson had a pair of 1 -yard TD 
runs for the Bills, who could do noth¬ 
ing on offense once Manuel left. 
Manuel got hurt at the end of a 14- 
yard run when he was hammered 
near the sideline by Browns safety 
Tashaun Gipson. Manuel walked off 
the field attempted to get his knee 
loose on the sideline by jogging and 
riding a stationary bike. But after hav¬ 
ing his knee examined, he jogged to 
the locker room with two trainers. 

Billy Cundiff kicked field goals of 24 
and 44 yards in the fourth quarter for 
the Browns, who overcame a 10-0 
deficit and were down 24-17 less 
than two minutes into the second 
quarter. 

Cundiff's second kick with 2:91 left 
put the Browns ahead 30-24, and 
Cleveland turned it over to their 
third-ranked overall defense. 

With Buffalo leading 24-17, Weeden 
found Gordon down the left sideline 
and the wide receiver made a jug¬ 
gling catch. Weeden started slowly 
but finished 13 of 24 for 197 yards. 
“He did a great job,” tight end Jor¬ 
dan Cameron said. “At first he was 
a little rusty. I think he shook that off 
and really got us going.”□

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Stocks rise on hope that DC will end its bickering

NEW YORK (AP) — Wall 
Street thinks Washington’s 
gridlock could be easing. 
Stocks posted modest 
gains Friday, driven by 
budding optimism among 
traders that Washington’s 
bickering politicians can 
reach an agreement on 
the budget and on in¬ 
creasing the government’s 
borrowing limit soon. 

“Call it ‘modest optimism,”’ 
said Frank Davis, director of 
sales and trading at LEK Se¬ 
curities. 

The stock market rose for 
just the third time in 12 days. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed up 76.10 
points, or 0.5 percent, at 
15,072.58. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 index rose 11.84 
points, or 0.7 percent, at 
1,690.50 and the Nasdaq 
composite index gained 
33.41 points, or 0.9 percent, 
at 3,807.75. 

Traders aren't expect¬ 
ing a miracle. The rhetoric 
between Democrats and 
Republicans remains as 
hot as ever. But the pres¬ 
sure to end the shutdown 
and raise the debt ceiling 
is climbing quickly. 

“The thought is that the Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats 
will soon work this out be¬ 
fore Oct. 17,” Davis said, 
referring to the date the 
Treasury Department said 
the government’s borrow¬ 
ing authority would be ex¬ 
hausted. 

On Friday, House Speaker 
John Boehner reempha¬ 
sized that he won't let the 
U.S. government default 
on its debts. There were 
also reports that Boehner 
was looking to bring House 
Republicans together to 
pass some sort of budget 
compromise that would in¬ 
clude raising the debt ceil¬ 
ing. 

Davis noted that it's a posi¬ 
tive sign that investors are 
buying stocks heading into 
a weekend, especially with 
how volatile the political 
climate in Washington has 
been. 

Despite Friday’s gains, the 
trend for the last three 
weeks in the stock market 
has been lower. The Dow 
is down nearly 4 percent 
since hitting an all-time 


high on Sept. 18. 

While remote, the possi¬ 
bility of the U.S. failing to 
pay its bills or creditors re¬ 
mains a deep concern to 
investors.

Glass came up with the 
original name “Twttr” in a 
reference to chirping birds.

Invest mix-up? 
You say Twitter, 

I say Tweeter

NEW YORK (AP) — A bank¬ 
rupt electronics retailer 
appears to have gotten 
caught up in the investor 
fervor for Twitter. 

Shares of Tweeter Home 
Entertainment Group Inc. 
rose as high as 15 cents 
Friday. That’s up 1,400 per¬ 
cent from Thursday’s clos¬ 
ing price of 1 cent. And 
trading volume skyrock¬ 
eted to 14.4 million shares. 
Over the past year, the 
daily average was about 
29,000, according to Fact- 
Set. 

The Financial Industry 
Regulatory Authority, Wall 
Street’s industry regulator, 
said the shares were halt¬ 
ed Friday afternoon be¬ 
cause of a misunderstand¬ 
ing related to the “possible 
initial public offering of an 
unrelated security.” 

What could have gotten 
investors so confused? 
Tweeter trades over 
the counter, under the 
“TWTRQ” symbol. 

Twitter on Thursday offered 
investors details about its 
highly anticipated IPO and 
proposed the stock symbol 
“TWTR.” 

But San Francisco-based 
Twitter’s stock won’t be 
available for trading un¬ 
til the company actually 
goes public. That could be 
before Thanksgiving Day in 
late November. 

Twitter has about 218 mil¬ 
lion, far fewer than Face- 
book, which has more 
than 1 billion. But celebri¬ 
ties, from Oprah Winfrey to 
Britney Spears to President 
Barack Obama, are on 
it. And many TV networks 
and news organizations 
encourage people to fol¬ 
low their Twitter pages in 
order to start a conversa¬ 
tion with viewers and pro¬ 
mote their shows. 

Twitter said that it expects 
to raise about $1 billion in 
its IPO. 

And Tweeter? The chain 
was founded in 1972 and 
had been based in Can¬ 
ton, Massachusetts. It sold 
TVs, audio equipment and 
other electronics, but the

TOKYO - The diverging for¬ 
tunes of two of the lead¬ 
ing smartphone providers 
in Asia were demonstrat¬ 
ed Friday when Samsung 
Electronics of South Korea 
predicted better-than-ex- 
pected quarterly earnings 
while HTC of Taiwan report¬ 
ed its first loss. Samsung, 
which is benefiting from 
its status as a leading pro¬ 
vider of semiconductors as 
well as smartphones, said it 
expected to post operat¬ 
ing profit of 9.9 trillion won 
to 10.3 trillion won, or about 
$9.2 billion to $9.6 billion, in 
the third quarter, up from 
8.06 trillion won a year ear¬ 
lier. Sales are expected to 
rise to a range of 58 trillion 
to 60 trillion won, from 52.2 
trillion won a year earlier. 
The outlook contrasts strik¬ 
ingly with a report from 
HTC, which posted its first- 
ever quarterly loss Friday. 
The company posted a 
net loss of 2.97 billion Tai¬ 
wan dollars, or about $101 
million, in the third quarter, 
after net income of 3.9 bil¬ 
lion Taiwan dollars a year 
earlier. Samsung did not 
provide an explanation of 
the drivers of its growth, but 
analysts said the company 
was probably benefiting 
from a recent recovery in 
the price of memory chips 
after a fire at a factory 
owned by a Samsung rival, 
SK Hynix, in Wuxi, China. 
Samsung is not only the 
biggest maker of smart¬ 
phones, but it is also the 
leading maker of memory 
chips. It sells chips to other 
companies, like Apple, in 
addition to supplying them 
to its own smartphone pro¬ 
duction lines. 

“Samsung’s diversity of 
profit streams plus strength 
and scale in all tiers of 
smartphones helps them to 
continue to grow profits," 
Mark Newman, an analyst 
at Sanford C. Bernstein, 
wrote in a note to clients. 
While the torrid pace of 
sales of high-end smart¬ 
phones like Samsung’s Gal¬ 
axy S4 has eased some¬ 
what, the company sells 
a range of lower-priced 
devices, too. This positions 
it to benefit from expec¬ 
tations of strong growth in 
low-priced and midrange 


smartphones, analysts say. 
Samsung's numbers were 
preliminary; final results are 
expected to be reported 
at the end of the month. 
Over the past few years, 
the performance of Sam¬ 
sung has been roughly 
inverse to that of HTC, 
whose problems continue 
to deepen. Although HTC 
had previously forecast 
a quarterly loss, the num¬ 
ber was even bigger than 
analysts had expected. 
The company’s flagship 
smartphone, the HTC One, 
has failed to catch on with 
high-end users, who have 
favored devices from Sam¬ 
sung and Apple.

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Novels lovingly pillory black church and hit a nerve

DECATUR, Ga. - Kimberla 
Lawson Roby stood near 
the pulpit of a Baptist 
church in this Atlanta sub¬ 
urb one Saturday in late 
August, giving her testimo¬ 
ny. She spoke of infidelities, 
mistresses, blackmail, out- 
of-wedlock children and 


extravagant spending. She 
did so as neither minister 
nor worshipper nor con¬ 
gregant, but rather as an 
author telling scores of rapt 
fans abouf her nominally 
fictional characters. 

One of fhose listeners asked 
Roby, a novelist, about her 
research process. 

“I didn’t have to do any re¬ 
search,” she replied. “I’ve 
been in church all my life.” 
With that, a knowing round 
of laughter swelled up from 
the pews, the closest thing 
the annual Decatur AJC 
Book Festival can produce 
to an “amen.” 

Such moments of affirma¬ 
tion and shared experi¬ 
ence have typified Roby’s 
literary life for the past 13 
years, since she began 
writing a series of novels 
built around an African- 
American pastor, the Rev. 
Curtis Black. The series, now 
numbering 10 books, has 
sold well upward of 1 mil¬ 
lion copies, and several 
titles have made best-seller 
lists. 

Besides being a commer¬ 
cial phenomenon, Roby’s 
books represent a theologi¬ 
cal and cultural one. 


Fler portrayal of a morally 
culpable black minister, 
who she wryly told her De¬ 
catur audience is “a faithful 
husband to his third wife,” is 
one of the most recent and 
most popular examples of 
African-Americans’ com¬ 
plicated, even contradic¬ 
tory attitude toward their 
religious leaders. 


“I didn’t think pastors have 
to be perfect,” Roby, 48, 
said in an interview after 
her book-fair appearance. 
“They’re human beings. But 
if you say you were called 
by God, you need to be 
held to a higher standard.” 
In their own ways, black art¬ 
ists and entertainers have 
done exactly that to the ar¬ 
chetypal character of the 
black minister. While black 
pastors like the Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. have 
been among the greatest 
heroes in African-American 
history, their fictive brethren 
have more often received 
criticism or ridicule. 

The most indelible of 
these portrayals include 
the hypocritical storefront 
preacher in James Bald¬ 
win’s novel “Go Tell It on 
the Mountain,” the come¬ 
dian Flip Wilson’s flagrantly 
materialistic Rev. Leroy 
of the Church of What's 
Happening Now and the 
con man masquerading 
as a churchman in Sidney 
Poitier’s film “Buck and the 
Preacher." Most recently, 
reality TV has turned its pru¬ 
rient lens to the world of the 
black church in series like 


“The Sheards,” “The Sister¬ 
hood” and “The Preach¬ 
ers of LA.” 

Amid such company, 
Roby personifies whaf 
mighf be called a loving 
crific of the church. As 
much as her novels traffic 
in Black's sins - living large 
and cheating on two 
wives while presenting 
himself as the symbol of 
moral authority - they also 
depict in knowledgeable 
and even tender ways 
black Christianity’s deep 
sense of community and 
a fabric of meaningful rit¬ 
ual. It is precisely because 
Black serves so valuable 
a tradition that his failings 
hit with such impact. 

The daughter of two fac¬ 
tory workers in Rockford, 
III., Roby grew up im¬ 
mersed in church. She 
remains a member of a 
Baptist church in the area 
and extols its minister as 
“a real teaching pastor 
with integrity."□

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Pills made from poop cure serious gut infections

Doctors have found a way 
to put healthy people’s 
poop into pills that can 
cure serious gut infections 
— a less yucky way to do 
“fecal transplants." Cana¬ 
dian researchers tried this 
on 27 patients and cured 
them all after strong antibi¬ 
otics failed to help. 

It’s a disgusting topic but 
a serious problem. Half a 
million Americans get Clos¬ 
tridium difficile, or C-diff, 
infections each year, and 
about 14,000 die. The germ 
causes nausea, cramping 
and diarrhea so bad it is 
often disabling. A very po¬ 
tent and pricey antibiotic 
can kill C-diff but also de¬ 
stroys good bacteria that 
live in the gut, leaving it 
more susceptible to future 
infections. 

Recently, studies have 
shown that fecal trans¬ 
plants — giving infected 
people stool from a healthy 
donor — can restore that 
balance. But they’re given 
through expensive, inva¬ 
sive procedures like colo¬ 
noscopies or throat tubes. 
Doctors also have tried 
giving the stool through 
enemas but the treatment 
doesn’t always take hold. 
There even are YouTube 
videos on how to do a simi¬ 
lar treatment at home via 
an enema. A study in a 
medical journal of a small 
number of these “do-it- 
yourself” cases suggests 
the approach is safe and 
effective.

Dr. Thomas Louie, an infec¬ 
tious disease specialist at 
the University of Calgary, 
devised a better way — a 
one-time treatment cus¬ 
tom-made for each pa¬ 
tient. 

Donor stool, usually from a 
relative, is processed in the 
lab to take out food and 
extract the bacteria and 
clean it. It is packed into 
triple-coated gel capsules 
so they won't dissolve until 
they reach the intestines. 
“There’s no stool left — just 
stool bugs. These people 


are not eating poop," 
and there are no smelly 
burps because the con¬ 
tents aren’t released until 
they’re well past the stom¬ 
ach, Louie said. 

Days before starting the 
treatment, patients are 
given an antibiotic to kill 
the C-diff. On the morn¬ 
ing of the treatment, they 
have an enema so “the 
new bacteria coming in 
have a clean slate,” Louie 
said. 

It takes 24 to 34 capsules to 
fit the bacteria needed for 


a treatment, and patients 
down them in one sitting. 
The pills make their way to 
the colon and seed it with 
the normal variety of bac¬ 
teria. 

Louie described 27 pa¬ 
tients treated this way on 
Thursday at IDWeek, an 
infectious diseases con¬ 
ference in San Francisco. 
All had suffered at least 
four C-diff infections and 
relapses, but none had a 
recurrence after taking the 
poop pills.

Russian cosmonaut wins 
wages case vs space agency 


MOSCOW (AP) — A Mos¬ 
cow regional court on 
Friday upheld a lawsuit 
filed by a prominent cos¬ 
monaut against the Rus¬ 
sian space training center 
complaining about wag¬ 
es. 

Col. Sergei Volkov, who 
has logged 199 days in 
space, was contesting a 
recent government deci¬ 
sion to strip retired military 
men like himself of extra 
pay for their space experi¬ 
ence. 

The court in the Moscow 


region where the Rus¬ 
sian cosmonauts' training 
ground is located upheld 
Volkov's lawsuit, order¬ 
ing the Gagarin Cosmo¬ 
naut Training Center to 
pay cosmonauts with mili¬ 
tary backgrounds for the 
spaceflights they have 
completed. It also award¬ 
ed him 1.4 million rubles 
($43,500) in back wages. 
Extra pay for space expe¬ 
rience for veteran cosmo¬ 
nauts like Volkov could be 
equal to their monthly sal¬ 
ary. 


The 40-year-old Volkov, 
who started out as a mili¬ 
tary pilot and went on 
long-term missions at the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion in 2008 and 2011, 
serves as the head of the 
cosmonauts at the train¬ 
ing center that he sued. 
Cosmonaut Sergei Zaletin 
told the RIA Novosti news 
agency that Volkov was 
“representing all military 
cosmonauts.” 

Instances of Russian offi¬ 
cials suing their agencies 
are extremely rare.Q

With her daughter as the 
donor, she took pills made 
by Louie two years ago, 
and “I've been perfectly 
fine since," Corbin said. 

Dr. Curtis Donskey of the 
Cleveland Veterans Af¬ 
fairs Medical Center, who 
has done fecal transplants 
through colonoscopies, 
praised the work. 

“The approach that Dr. 
Louie has is completely 
novel — no one else has 
done this,” he said. “I am 
optimistic that this type 
of preparation will make 
these procedures much 
easier for patients and for 
physicians.” 

The treatment now must 
be made fresh for each 
patient so the pills don’t 
start to dissolve at room 
temperature, because 
their water content would 
break down the gel coat¬ 
ing. Minnesota doctors 
are testing freezing stool, 
which doesn’t kill the bac¬ 
teria, so it could be stored 
and shipped anywhere a 
patient needed it. 

“You could have a univer¬ 
sal donor in Minnesota pro¬ 
vide a transplant for some¬ 
one in Florida. That’s where 
we’re heading,” Donskey 
said. 

Other researchers are try¬ 
ing to find which bacteria 
most help fight off C-diff. 
Those might be grown in 
a lab dish and given to 
patients rather than the 
whole spectrum of bacte¬ 
ria in stool. 

The hope is “we could ad¬ 
minister that as a probiotic 
in a pill form,” Donskey 
said. 

Louie sees potential for the 
poop pills for ofher peo¬ 
ple wifh ouf-of-whack guf 
bacferia, such as hospital¬ 
ized patients vulnerable to 
antibiotic-resistant germs. 
“This approach, to me, has 
wide application in medi¬ 
cine,” he said. “So it’s not 
just about C-diff.’O 
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Letterman signs for CBS’s ‘Late Show’ into 2015

NEW YORK (AP) — David 
Letterman, already the lon¬ 
gest-tenured talk show host 
on late-night television, has 
agreed to extend his con¬ 
tract with CBS to remain on 
the “Late Show” into 2015. 
The deal means Letterman 
will compete directly for at 
least a year with the two 
Jimmys — Kimmel, on ABC’s 
“Jimmy Kimmel Live,” and 
Fallon, who’s taking over 
at NBC’s “Tonight” show 
this winter. Letterman joked 
on Friday that he had a 
lengthy discussion with 
CBS Corp. President Leslie 
Moonves “and we both 
agreed that I needed a 
little more time to fully run 
the show into the ground.” 
Letterman, 66, has been 
on the air for 31 years 
since beginning at NBC 
in the time slot following 
Johnny Carson in 1982. 
His contract was set to ex¬ 
pire next summer. It's un¬ 
clear how long into 2015 
the new contract extends. 


Neither CBS nor Letterman 
made any mention in Fri¬ 
day’s announcement of 
this being a final contract 
at the “Late Show." In the 
increasingly competitive 
late-night world, where Let¬ 
terman also competes with 
new Emmy Award winner 
Stephen Colbert on Com¬ 
edy Central, Letterman av¬ 
eraged 2.89 million viewers 
for the TV season that end¬ 
ed last month. That’s down 
3 percent from the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Jay Leno and the “Tonight" 
show averaged 3.55 million 
viewers, the Nielsen ratings 
company said. NBC is get¬ 
ting ready to take Leno off 
“Tonight” fora second fime, 
with his exit scheduled for 
Feb. 6. Fallon, who’s mov¬ 
ing the show back to New 
York, starts after the Winter 
Olympics on Feb. 24. 
Kimmel's show on ABC has 
averaged 2.42 million view¬ 
ers since it began compet¬ 
ing directly with Letterman 


and Leno in January. 
Letterman moved to the 
top of the ratings when 
Leno was briefly replaced 


by Conan O'Brien. But 
Leno took over again when 
he returned to late night. 
Letterman has remained 


healthy following quintuple 
bypass surgery that tempo¬ 
rarily took him off the air 13 
years ago. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Rose¬ 
bud is a sled. 

So goes the ending of the 
1941 Orson Welles classic 
“Citizen Kane," spoilers be 
damned! 

Revealing secret endings 
and plot twists has brought 
on wrath since the dawn 
of cinema, straight through 
VCRS to today’s DVR- 
fueled delays that led to 
much nail-biting over The 
Ending That Shall Not Be 
Spoiled on “Breaking Bad.” 
But exactly what is the 
magic formula for spoiler 
grace? When do calls of 
SPOILER ALERT (insert index 
fingers in the ears here) ex¬ 
pire so we can, maybe, not 
feel so constipated when 
discussing our favorite fare 
in real time? 

Does the 13-episode Net¬ 
flix dump of “Orange is 
the New Black" in July 
equal two months of po¬ 
lite spoiler-free behavior? 
Are bets off when a show 
concludes, or does that 
depend on how many sea¬ 
sons late adopters would 
have to slowly, slowly slog 
through — say Dexter’s 
eight to Breaking Bad’s 
five? 


Or is it up to the unspoiled 
viewer to avoid social me¬ 
dia or catch up? Get it 
done, people! 

“I think asking people not 
to spoil for some reason¬ 
able amount of time is fine, 
although anyone who ac¬ 
tually takes it seriously, i.e. 
gets mad or upset in the 
event someone does, is 
an idiot," said technology 
analyst Melanie Turek in 
Steamboat Springs, Colo. 


“But that ‘reasonable’ 
amount of time is, in my 
mind, about 48 hours af¬ 
ter a live broadcast,” she 
explained. “And once a 
series is off the air and the 
hype has died down, ask¬ 
ing people not to spoil is 
just silly." 

Others think keeping some 
things quiet — or at least 
warning our Facebook 
friends about potential 
spoilers — is what 21st- 
century etiquette might 


advise. At least that’s what 
the ragers who decry spoil¬ 
ers on social media hope 
for. Marketer Kim Puck¬ 
ett in Indianapolis thinks 
“we’re all social media-lev¬ 
el entertainment reviewers 
now" so should respect our 
written-word audiences on 
newsfeeds like Twitter or in 
status updates on Face- 
book that aren’t easy to 
escape. 

“Unfortunately, specific 
status updates on key plot 


points might be banned 
forever," she said. 

But in other contexts, Puck¬ 
ett said, “as soon as the 
show ends, office and so¬ 
cial talk should be allowed 
about the show. How can 
we enjoy shows at a social 
level if we're always wor¬ 
ried that someone is still on 
Season 1 of ‘The Killing’ or 
halfway through ‘Sons of 
Anarchy?'" 

Justice is on the side of 
those who want to blab on 
Twitter or Facebook, ac¬ 
cording to Paul Levinson, 
a professor of communi¬ 
cations and media studies 
at Fordham University and 
author of the book “New 
New, Media.” 

The idea that “people 
have a right to be free of 
spoilers is absurd, and it's 
an absurd misuse of the 
term ‘right,’” he said. 

“You have a right to com¬ 
municate," Levinson as¬ 
sured. “I don't think any¬ 
one is entitled to that kind 
of grace. If you feel like 
writing something you’re 
entitled to write it as long 
it’s not slanderous or libel¬ 
ous or breaking the law in 
some way. Why anyone 
would get into a rage 
about entertainment is be¬ 
yond me.’O

Singer Lauryn Hill released from prison 


DANBURY, Connecticut 
(AP) — Grammy-winning 
singer Lauryn Hill was re¬ 
leased from federal prison 
Friday and will spend three 
months under home con¬ 
finement under terms of 
her guilty plea to failing to 
pay taxes. 

Hill’s attorney, Nathan Ho- 
chman, said the former Fu- 
gees singer left the prison 
in Connecticut, on Friday. 
She was sentenced in July 
to serve three months in 
prison. 

“Ms. Hill was released to¬ 
day from federal prison af¬ 
ter serving her sentence,” 
Hochman said in an email. 
“She was released sev¬ 
eral days early based on 
a number of factors the 
Bureau of Prisons takes 
into consideration, includ¬ 
ing good behavior. She 
will now start today a one- 
year period of probation

with three months of home 
confinement during that 
year.” 

Hill, who started singing with 
the Fugees as a teenager 
in the 1990s before releas¬ 
ing her multiplatinum 1998 
album “The Miseducation 
of Lauryn Hill,” pleaded 
guilty last year in New Jer¬ 


sey to failing to pay taxes 
on more than $1.8 million 
earned from 2005 to 2007. 
Her sentence also took into 
account unpaid state and 
federal taxes in 2008 and 
2009 that brought the total 
earnings to about $2.3 mil¬ 
lion. 

The South Orange, New 
Jersey, resident has said 
in online postings and at 
her sentencing that she 
stopped paying taxes af¬ 
ter she dropped out of the 
music business to protect 
herself and her children, 
who now number six. At 
her June sentencing in fed¬ 
eral court in Newark, she 
compared her experience 
in the music business to the 
slavery her ancestors en¬ 
dured.

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Rebels Without A Clue

This may be the way the world 
ends - not with a bang but with 
a temper tantrum. 

OK, a temporary government 
shutdown - which became al¬ 
most inevitable after Sunday’s 
House vote to provide govern¬ 
ment funding only on unac¬ 
ceptable conditions - wouldn’t 
be the end of the world. But a 
U.S. government default, which 
will happen unless Congress 
raises the debt ceiling soon, 
might cause financial catas¬ 
trophe. Unfortunately, many 
Republicans either don’t under¬ 
stand this or don’t care. 

Let’s talk first about the eco¬ 
nomics. 

After the government shut¬ 
downs of 1995 and 1996 many 
observers concluded that such 
events, while clearly bad, aren’t 
catastrophes: essential services 
continue, and the result is a 
major nuisance but no lasting 
harm. That’s still partly true, but 
it’s important to note that the 
Clinton-era shutdowns took 
place against the background 
of a booming economy. Today 
we have a weak economy, 
with falling government spend¬ 
ing one main cause of fhat 
weakness. A shutdown would 
amount to a further economic 
hit, which could become a big 
deal if fhe shutdown went on 
for a long time. 

Still, a government shutdown 
looks benign compared with 
the possibility that Congress 
might refuse to raise the debt 
ceiling. 

First of all, hitting the ceiling 
would force a huge, immedi¬ 
ate spending cut, almost surely 
pushing America back into re¬ 
cession. Beyond that, failure to 
raise the ceiling would mean 
missed payments on existing 
U.S. government debt. And that 
might have terrifying conse¬ 
quences. 

Why? Financial markets have 
long treated U.S. bonds as the 
ultimate safe asset; the assump¬ 
tion that America will always 
honor its debts is the bedrock 
on which the world financial 
system rests. In particular. Trea¬ 
sury bills - short-term U.S. bonds 
- are what investors demand 
when they want absolutely solid 
collateral against loans. Trea¬ 
sury bills are so essential for this 
role that in times of severe stress 
they sometimes pay slightly 
negative interest rates, that is, 
they’re treated as being better 
than cash. 

Now suppose it became clear 
that U.S. bonds weren’t safe, 
that America couldn’t be 
counted on to honor its debts 


after all. Suddenly, the whole 
system would be disrupted. 
Maybe, if we were lucky, finan¬ 
cial institutions would quickly 
cobble together alternative ar¬ 
rangements. But it looks quite 
possible that default would 
create a huge financial crisis, 
dwarfing the crisis set off by 
the failure of Lehman Bros, five 
years ago. 

No sane political system would 
run this kind of risk. Buf we don’t 
have a sane political system; we 
have a system in which a sub¬ 
stantial number of Republicans 
believe that they can force 
President Barack Obama to 
cancel health reform by threat¬ 
ening a government shutdown, 
a debt default, or both, and in 
which Republican leaders who 
know better are afraid to level 
with the party’s delusional wing. 
For they are delusional, about 
both the economics and the 
politics. 

On the economics: Republican 
radicals generally reject the 
scientific consensus on climate 
change; many of them reject 
the theory of evolution, too. So 
why expect them to believe 
expert warnings about the dan¬ 
gers of default? Sure enough, 
they don’t: The GOP caucus 
contains a significant number 
of “default deniers,’’ who sim¬ 
ply dismiss warnings about the 
dangers of failing to honor our 
debts. 

Meanwhile, on the politics, 
reasonable people know that 
Obama can’t and won’t let 
himself be blackmailed in this 
way, and not just because 
health reform is his key policy 
legacy. After all, once he starts 
making concessions to people 
who threaten to blow up the 
world economy unless they get 
what they want, he might as 
well tear up the Constitution. 
But Republican radicals - and 
even some leaders - still insist 
that Obama will cave in to their 
demands. 

So how does this end? The votes 
to fund fhe government and 
raise the debt ceiling are there, 
and always have been: Every 
Democrat in the House would 
vote for the necessary mea¬ 
sures, and so would enough Re¬ 
publicans. The problem is that 
GOP leaders, fearing the wrath 
of the radicals, haven’t been 
willing to allow such votes. What 
would change their minds? 
Ironically, considering who got 
us into our economic mess, the 
most plausible answer is that 
Wall Street will come to the res¬ 
cue - that the big money will tell 
Republican leaders that they 
have to put an end to the non¬ 
sense. But what if even fhe plu¬ 
tocrats lack the power to rein 
in the radicals? In that case, 
Obama will either let default 
happen or find some way of 
defying the blackmailers, trad¬ 
ing a financial crisis for a consti¬ 
tutional crisis. 

This all sounds crazy, because it 
is. But the craziness, ultimately, 
resides not in the situation but in 
the minds of our politicians and 
the people who vote for them. 
Default is not in our stars, but in 
ourselves. □ 



At Stake 


Our Dem ocracy Is 

firm when he came to the floor

This time is different. What is at 
stake in this government shut¬ 
down forced by a radical Tea 
Party minority is nothing less 
than the principle upon which 
our democracy is based: ma¬ 
jority rule. President Barack 
Obama must not give into this 
hostage taking - not just be¬ 
cause Obamacare is at stake, 
but because the future of how 
we govern ourselves is at stake. 
What we’re seeing here is how 
three structural changes that 
have been building in Ameri¬ 
can politics have now, togeth¬ 
er, reached a tipping point 
- creating a world in which a 
small minority in Congress can 
not only hold up their own party 
but the whole government. And 
this is the really scary part: The 
lawmakers doing this can do so 
with high confidence that they 
personally will not be politically 
punished, and may, in fact, be 
rewarded. When extremists feel 
fhat insulated from playing by 
fhe traditional rules of our sys¬ 
tem, if we do not defend fhose 
rules - namely majority rule and 
the fact that if you don’f like 
a policy passed by Congress, 
signed by the president and af¬ 
firmed by the Supreme Court 
then you have to go out and 
win an election to overturn it; 
you can’t just put a fiscal gun 
to the country’s head - then our 
democracy is imperiled. 

This danger was neatly cap¬ 
tured by Washington Post col¬ 
umnist Dana Milbank, when he 
wrote on Tuesday about the 
llth-hour debate in Congress 
to avert the shutdown. Noting a 
shameful statement by Speaker 
John Boehner, Milbank wrote: 
“Democrats howled about ‘ex¬ 
tortion’ and ‘hostage taking,’ 
which Boehner seemed to con- 


and offered: ‘All the Senate has 
to do is say ‘yes,’ and the gov¬ 
ernment is funded fomorrow.’ It 
was the legislative equivalent 
of saying, ‘Give me the money 
and nobody gets hurt.’” 

“Give me the money and no¬ 
body gets hurt.” How did we 
get here? First, by taking gerry¬ 
mandering to a new level. The 
political analyst Charlie Cook, 
writing in The National Journal 
on March 16, noted that the 
2010 election gave Republican 
state legislatures around the 
country unprecedented power 
to redraw political boundaries, 
which they used to create even 
more “safe, lily-white” Republi¬ 
can strongholds that are, in ef¬ 
fect, an “alternative universe” 
to the country’s diverse reality. 
“Between 2000 and 2010, the 
non-Hispanic white share of the 
population fell from 69 percent 
to 64 percent,” wrote Cook. 
“But after the post-census redis¬ 
tricting and the 2012 elections, 
the non-Hispanic white share of 
the average Republican House 
district jumped from 73 percent 
to 75 percent, and the aver¬ 
age Democratic House district 
declined from 52 percent white 
to 51 percent white. In other 
words, while the country con¬ 
tinues to grow more racially di¬ 
verse, the average Republican 
district continues to get even 
whiter.” 

According to Cook, the number 
of strongly Democratic districts 
decreased from 144 before re¬ 
districting to 136 afterward. The 
number of strongly Republican 
districts increased from 175 to 
183. “When one party starts out 
with 47 more very strong districts 
than the other,” said Cook, “the 
numbers suggest that the fix is in 
for any election featuring a fair¬ 
ly neutral environment. Repub¬ 
licans would need to mess up 
pretty badly to lose their House 
majority in the near future.” In 
other words, there is little risk of 
political punishment for the Tea 
Party members now holding the 
country hostage. 

Meanwhile, the Supreme 
Court’s inane Citizens United 
decision allowed a single do¬ 
nor, Sheldon Adelson, to create 
his own alternative universe. He 


was able to contribute so much 
money to support Newt Gin¬ 
grich’s candidacy that Gingrich 
was able to stay in the Repub¬ 
lican presidential primary race 
longer than he would have 
under sane campaign finance 
rules. As a result, Gingrich was 
able to pull the GOP’s leading 
candidate, Mitt Romney, far¬ 
ther to the right longer, making 
it harder for him fo garner cen¬ 
trist votes. Last month, for the 
first time ever in Colorado, two 
state senators who voted for 
universal background checks 
on gun purchases lost their seats 
in a recall election engineered 
by gun extremists and reported¬ 
ly financed with some $400,000 
from fhe National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion. You’re elected, you vote 
your conscience on a narrow 
issue, but now, determined op¬ 
ponents don’t have to wait for 
the next election. With enough 
money, they can get rid of you 
in weeks. 

Finally, the rise of a separate 
GOP (and a liberal) media uni¬ 
verse - from talk-radio hosts, 
to websites to Fox News - has 
created another gravity-free 
zone, where there is no punish¬ 
ment for extreme behavior, but 
there’s 1,000 lashes on Twitter if 
you deviate from the hard-line 
and great coverage to those 
who are most extreme. When 
politicians only operate inside 
these bubbles, they lose the 
habit of persuasion and opt 
only for coercion. After all, they 
must be right. Rush Limbaugh 
told them so. 

These “legal” structural chang¬ 
es in money, media and redis¬ 
tricting are not going away. 
They are superempowering 
small political movements to 
act in extreme ways without 
consequences and thereby sty¬ 
mie majority rule. If democracy 
means anything, it means that, 
if you are outvoted, you ac¬ 
cept the results and prepare for 
fhe next election. Republicans 
are refusing to do that. It shows 
contempt for the democratic 
process. 

Obama is not defending health 
care. He’s defending the health 
of our democracy. Every Ameri¬ 
can who cherishes that should 
stand with him. □

NEW YORK - Coming of 
age in San Antonio in the 
1970s and ‘80s, the artist 
Aaron Curry knew nothing 
about opera or ballet - or 
fine art, for that matter. His 
preferred entertainment 
was “Scooby-Doo” and 
“Jonny Quest” cartoons, 
“Star Trek” episodes and 
Iron Maiden heavy-metal 
music. “I grew up watch¬ 
ing TV," he said one after¬ 
noon in the shade of Lin¬ 
coln Center's leafy London 
plane trees. “I'd sleep with 
it on.” 

Just hours later, after the 
Metropolitan Opera let 
out, Curry began to install 
“Melt to Earth,” his tab¬ 
leau of 14 ecstatically col¬ 
ored metal sculptures that 
will be scattered through 
Jan. 6 around Josie Rob¬ 
ertson Plaza on the Lincoln 
Center campus, the city's 
epicenter of highbrow 
performance. The greatly 
abstracted figures form a 


quirky cast of characters 
befitting the surrounding 
theaters. 

Constructed of whippet- 
thin panels that give the 
illusion of space, they also 
create a dramatic stage 
set, with passers-by be¬ 
coming the players. 

“I like the idea that as you 
walk around, it compress¬ 
es and almost disappears 
from the side,” said Curry, 
41. 

Nicholas Baume, the di¬ 
rector and chief curator of 
the Public Art Fund and a 
member of Lincoln Center's 
curatorial advisory group, 
said Curry’s work had “a 
musicality, a theatricality 
and a playfulness” against 
“the grand silhouettes of 
the modernist buildings.” 
Curry, who was sitting mid¬ 
way between sculptures by 
Henry Moore and Alexan¬ 
der Calder, said he was not 
trying to be merely theatri¬ 
cal but to create a “visual 
language” that could give 
viewers a visceral experi¬ 


ence. 

Moore and Calder are 
among the many art-his¬ 
torical references in Cur¬ 
ry’s work, which meanders 
from Picasso to Noguchi. 
“I love these artists,” Curry 


said. “I've looked at all of 
them excessively." 

But he noted the influenc¬ 
es of two former graduate 
school professors at the Art 
Center College of Design in 
Pasadena, Calif.: Richard 


Hawkins and Mike Kelley. 
Kelley encouraged him to 
explore subcultures “and 
not be embarrassed by 
it,” he said; Curry applied 
Hawkins’ concept of col¬ 
lage to his own sculptureO
